AAS eereas Complaint hath been made unto Us by divers of Our loving Stibjeits of the 
XF= gicat Gzicvance and Annoyance, Which the multitude of Hackney Coaches lately ſet 
up, and now Diven atout the Streets of Dur City of London and Weltminiter, and 
Suburbs ok the ſaine; are to them in their reſpective, Trades and Buſineſfes ; and 
N allo of the great want of ſome good Rules and O2ders to be obſerved by all ſuch per⸗ 
bons, as are 02 (hall be petmitted to Keep aud Duwe Hackney Coaches about the ſaid 
7 foes = Stricts.And whereas the undoubted Power of Puniſhing; Kemoving, Coꝛreaing and 
RNBectraining allpublick Rulauces, Annopantes andDilozders in the common Streets, 
ö high ⸗ ways and Paſſages doth of Right belong unto Us, and having taken the ſame 
into Our Pꝛincely Conüderation, and being deſirous to remove all Gzievauce and Annoyance from Our 
loving Subjects, and to pꝛobide againſt the lame in the beſt manner that We can, We have thought fit, 
moꝛder to the remedying the Mrſchicfs and Gzievances afozeſaid, to Conflitute and Xppoint, by Letters 
Patents under the Gzeat Seal of England, Our Truſty and Welbeloved John Phelipps, Colonel Thomas 
Napier, Thomas Price, Richard Sheldo 1, and Jerome Nipho, E[quires, to be Our Commiſſioners foz the Licenſing 
Regulating, O:dering, and Governing, actoꝛding to the Juſtructions thereunto artnered; all Hackney 
Coaches to be Let and Dziven foꝛ Hire about the ſaid Cities of London and Weltmiaſter, and the Suburbs 
thereof, oꝛ within the ſeveral P3r:h2s compzized within the Weekly Bills of Moꝛtality: And to the end 
the Regulation intended by Dur ſaid Commiſlion may be effectual foz the benefit of Dur Subjects, Uwe do 
by th's Our Þ2oclamation, With the Avice of Our Pztvy Council, ſtrictty Pzohibit and Fozbid all and 
every Perſon and Perſons whatlocver, from and alter the Tenth day of December next etfning the Date 
hereof, Which ſhall not be Licenled by Our ſaid Commiſſioners, oꝛ Theee 02 moze of them; to Stand with, 
dꝛ Dꝛive foꝛ Hire any Hackney Coach in any the Streets oꝛ Paſſiges in oꝛ about the Cities 02 Places afozc- 
laid, upon pain of incurring Our high Diſpleaſure, and rece:ving condign Puniſhment, as Cenitemners 
of Pur Royal Will and Command, and be further Þ;ofecuted and Puniſhed foz the faid Abuſes and 
Annoyances, by Fine, and ſuch other ways as by the Laws of this Pur Realm are p2ovided againfs 
ſuch as commit publick Nuſances in the publick Streets and High-ways: And ko2 the due Execution of 
Our Pleaſure herein, Ne do further Charge and Command the Lozd Wayo2 and Aldermen of Our City 
of London, that they in their ſeveral Wards, and Our Juſtices of Peace within Dur ſaid Cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and the Liberties and Suburbs thereof, and all other Dur Officers and Miniſters 
to whom it appertaineth, do take eſpecial care in their reſpective Limits, That this Dur Command be du⸗ 
ly obſerved, and that they from time to time Return the Names of all thoſe who ſhall Wiſully Offend in 
the P2emiſſes, to the Commiſſioners foz Licenſing aud Regulating Hackney Coaches foz the time being, 
to the end that they may be pꝛocerded againſt by Ind ccments andÞ ꝛclentments foz the Nuſance, any 
otherwiſe accozd:ng to the Severity ef the Law, and demerits of the Qitendtrs;
